Apparently it will lie a difficult, if not impossible task, 
for any great country after the establishment of the league 
of nations4,0 remain outside the organization and he pros 
perous as a result of world commerce and business. 
Such an organization of the nations w ould doubtless 
contemplate, impliedly ii not expressly, a c o n tr o l of the 
trade of the1 World and at least limited reciprocal trade re­ 
lations which would operate to the d isa d v a n ta g e of the 
non-member nations. 
VV bet her the league of nations would he possible as a 
workable, available world-wide organization without the 
palticipation of the I nitcd States is very questionable, 
but it is by no means beyond the realms of possibility that 
the tremendous alliance of European nations, certain to 
follow the framing of the peace treaty at Versailles, might 
assume unto itself world-wide scope. 
In that event it is 
easy to see, ill spell an alliance, restoration of the '‘offen­ 
sive 
features so prominent in all former European alli­ 
ances. 
** 


Just how participation in such an alliance will affect 
trade relations, tariff laws and immigration regulations, 
heretofore under the exclusive sovereignty of the individ­ 
ual nations, is another problem for serious thought. 
While the constitution of the league of nations will 
probably carry no specific regulations on those all-import­ 
ant questions* so vital to each nation, yet it seems impos­ 
sible that present conditions could remain unchanged. 
American labor especially, and 
A m erican 
business, 
through and through, have, because of tariff regulations, 
different social conditions and 
abundant 
opportunity, 
been on an entirely different plane from that obtaining in 
European nations and it is that plane which h u m not be 
jeopardized bv any pact, no m a tte r how lofty the purpose. 
W e must keep an open mind while these gigantic pro­ 
posals arc debated. 
There is no more need for precipitate 
action than there is for petty fault-finding. 
W e must not forget the practical and the real in the 
pursuit of the glorious ideals which are so beautifully 
pictured, neither must we, in selfishness turn a deaf ear 
to the pleading of the golden opportunity to assist the 
world.

The German people, however, if they are like other 
people, would be more interested in the future than in the 
swan songs of William Hohenzollern, Ludendorfif and the 
other conspirators.
